The AG requests oral argunents on
Comm ssion's authority to approve penalty-only netrics
and on rejection of Metrics 1, 7, and 8. Sol ar
I nterveners request oral argunent on the

cost-effectiveness standard and their proposed
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di stributed energy resources, interconnection, and
utilization of value netric, and rejection of tracking
metrics 10 through 19.

Nei t her party asserts that oral
argunment is mandatory under the circunstances, and the
ALJs note that this is not a proceeding initiated under
Section 9-201 of the Act so the Conm ssion does have
di scretion whether to grant it.

The ALJs recommend that the Conm ssion
grant the request since this docket will establish
Ameren's performance and tracking netrics for the next
four years and invol ves novel issues.

Are there any objections to granting
the request for oral argunment with the requested scope?

(No verbal response.)

CHAI R ZALEWSKI :  Heari ng none, the oral argunent
Is granted -- the request is granted. And a due notice
of oral argument will be issued shortly. The plan is
to get it out by the end of today.

Item 2 concerns requests for oral
argunent in Docket 22-0067, which is ConEd's petition

for oral -- approval of performance and tracking
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metrics. The Attorney General's office and Sol ar
Interveners filed a request for oral argunent in briefs
on exceptions.

The AG requests oral argunment on
Comm ssion's authority to approve penalty-only netrics
and on rejection of Metrics 1, 2, and 3. Solar
| nterveners request oral argunents on the
cost-effectiveness standard and their proposed
di stri buted energy resources, interconnection, and
utilization for value netric and rejection of tracking
metrics 10 through 19.

As in the previous docket, neither
party asserts that oral argunent is mandatory. The
ALJs simlarly would recomrend that the Comm ssion
grant the request for oral argunent since the docket
establishes netrics for the next four years and
i nvol ves novel issues.

Are there any objections to granting
the oral argunent -- the request for oral argunent with
t he requested scope?

(No verbal response.)

CHAI R ZALEWSKI :  Hearing none, the requests are

Item 3 is a non-voting,

i nformation-only item and concerns Staff's report
regarding the notice of inquiry by the Infrastructure

| nvest ment and Jobs Act. The Conmm ssion issued this on
June 9 of 2022 to collect stakehol der input on
avai |l abl e federal grants, |oans, and prograns under the
Act that Illinois public utilities are eligible for,
and actions for the Conm ssion to take to all ow
Illinois to take full advantage of this funding.

Initial conmments were due on June 30 of
this year and reply comments were due by July 14. On
Septenber 1 of 2022, Comm ssion staff issued a report
summari zi ng st akehol der comments and providi ng
recomendati ons. The report will be available on the
Commi ssion's website shortly. And we're grateful today
to have Joy Ni cdao-Cuyugan fromthe Conm ssion Bureau
of Public Uilities to give us a brief overview and to
answer Commi ssi oners' questions.

Joy, thank you for joining us and on

short notice as well. If you're there -- | believe you
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have sone -- a recap that you' d like to start with and
then we can turn to Comm ssioners' questions.

As it is noted, on June 9, 2022, the
Comm ssion issued a notice of inquiry to collect
I nformati on on the avail able federal grants, |oans, and
prograns under the Bipartisan Infrastructure |nvestnent
and Jobs Act, or IIJA, that Illinois public utilities
are eligible to apply for, and that utilities intend to
apply for, or may have already applied. The NO also
sought information on action -- actions that the
Comm ssion, individually or in cooperation wth other
I1linois state agencies, could or should take to
facilitate Illinois public utilities' ability to avail
of the funding opportunities under the IIlJA
Initial conmments, which were due on

June 30, 2022, were submtted by 15 parties. Reply
comments which were due on July 14, were submtted by
three parties. The comments and recommendati ons are
summarized in Staff's report that has been provided to

you and as noted, will be shortly posted on the ICC
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website. And a brief shout-out at this point to
Jim Harneni ng, the I CC director of cybersecurity and
ri sk managenent, for his assistance in preparing this
report.

One exanple of an I1JA funding
opportunity is the Section 40101 fornula grant
called -- and it's a nouthful -- "Preventing Qutages
and Enhancing the Resilience of the Electric Gid"
program The grant is applied for by the State of
Il1'linois, and once awarded, the State will seek project
proposal s through a conpetitive process and provide
sub-awards. Federal law lists eligible Section 40101,
sub-award reci pients which includes electric
di stribution providers, electric grid operators,
el ectric transm ssion owners or operators, and electric
gener at or s.

Federal law also lists eligible Section
40101 projects which include weatherization
t echnol ogi es and managenent; vegetati on managenent;
construction of distributed energy resources to enhance
the systenmi s adaptive capacity during disruptive events

such as mcrogrids and battery storage conponents.
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Al'so included on this list: Hardening of power I|ines,
facilities, substations or other systens; nonitoring
and control technol ogi es; and under groundi ng of
el ectrical equi pnent.

| CC staff has been working with DCEO
and the IEPA's O fice of Energy to prepare the State of
[1linois' Section 40101 grant application, which is now
due in March 2023. To illustrate just how fluid the
grant application environnment is, before |ast Friday,
we were all working very hard towards the Septenber 30
due date, or so we thought, for this Section 40101
grant but, thankfully, has now been extended three
nmonths -- I'msorry -- six nonths to March of next
year. And as of last Friday, we also |learned that the
| npl ementati on of the Section 40101 grant will now be
conbined with two other I1JA grant prograns: one under
Section 40107 for Smart Gid grants and one under
Section 40103 for Gid Innovation grants. The
Departnment of Energy has issued a request for
Information to the public for input on inplenentation
strategy for the now conbi ned three grant prograns, and

It's due on Cctober 14. That was just to give you a
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brief exanple of the kind of grants that are out there.

Several funding opportunities are
expected to be open for applications in 2023. The
majority of public utilities who responded indicated
they are still evaluating funding opportunities that
may be beneficial to their operations, while sone are
assisting other state agencies with their funding
applications on behalf of the State of Illinois. It
was t hus suggested by nore than one party that the
Conm ssion require the public utilities to continue to
nonitor |1JA funding opportunities and periodically
report to the Conm ssion on the status of potential or
actual applications and the depl oynent of funds
received. Such information could then be nade
available to the public by the Comm ssion on its
websi te.

Staff recogni ze these periodic reports
wi Il provide the Conm ssion with an awareness of |I1JA
actions being taken by the public utilities and al so
serve as an additional neans to communicate to
st akehol ders the avail able I1JA fundi ng opportunities.

Therefore, Staff plans to work with the public
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1| utilities regarding status reporting and expects that

2| the utilities wll voluntarily cooperate in that

3| regard. In addition, Staff plans to continue to

4 | collaborate with other state agencies to assist in

5| obtaining Il JA grants available to Illinois.

Wth respect to CEJA's policy goal to
i ncrease reliance on clean energy, we note that the
Departnment of Energy's State Energy Program al so
referred to as SEP has -- |"'msorry. Back up. Wth
respect to CEJA's policy goal to enhance electric grid
reliability, that overlaps wth the Section 40101 grant
goals that | just discussed earlier.

Next, with respect to the policy goal
in CEJA to increase reliance on clean energy, we note
that the Departnent of Energy's State Energy Program
or SEP, has a simlar goal, and funding was increased
under the II1JA fromabout 25 mllion to 425 mllion

dollars. And this wll include funding for things |ike
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energy efficiency upgrades, building solar canopies,
and charging stations. Now, the grants don't -- also
have to be applied for by the states. And it's ny
understandi ng the State Energy Program office of the
| EPA is managing this particular grant.

And a third thing I'd like to touch
on -- it's a-- in CEJA as a policy goal, was to
| nprove public health custonmers and the prioritization
of communities who have been subject to
di sproportionate | evels of pollution and/ or have
di sproportionately experienced negative public health
outconmes. And we note that several I|I1JA funding
prograns are covered by what is referred to as the
federal Justice40 Initiative. The Justiced40 Initiative
establishes a goal that 40 percent of benefits of
climate and cl ean energy investnents flowto
di sadvant aged comrunities that have faced di sinvest nent
and underinvestnent. The Section 40101 grant |
mentioned earlier is covered by this Justice40
Initiative, and the grant application is being witten
so that it addresses both the CEJA and the Justice 40's

over | appi ng goal s.
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So | hope it gives you a general idea
of how we're trying to nesh these two separate | aws'
goal s toget her.

It
was thus suggested by more than one party that the
Commission require the public utilities to continue to
monitor [1JA funding opportunities and periodically
report to the Commission on the status of potential or
actual applications and the deployment of funds
received.

Next, with respect to the policy goal
in CEJA to increase reliance on clean energy, we note
that the Department of Energy's State Energy Program,
or SEP, has asimilar goal, and funding was increased
under the 11JA from about 25 million to 425 million
dollars. And thiswill include funding for thingslike
